RESOLUTION 


NOTE #1 ‘‘Resolution Relative to a Procedure for the connection of 
Private Fire Alarm Systems to the Municipal Fire Alarm System. 


Section]. Purpose. It is the intent of this resolution to avoid delay 
and undue costs to sellers, purchasers and users of private fire 
alarm systems by the improper use or installation of an unac- 
ceptable system. This resolution establishes the procedure and 
general standards for the installation of these systems that are to be 
connected to the municipal fire alarm system. 


Section 2. Procedure. Prior to planning the fire alarm system for 
a building or building complex, the applicant, should initially 
consult the Superintendent of the Fire Alarm Division in order to 
ascertain if municipal fire alarm service is available at his location, 
whether it is feasible to install a private system to connect to the 
municipal system, whether such system should be underground or 
overhead and whether the system meets the accepted standards for 
connection to the municipal facilities. In this respect it is advisable 
that a plot plan and layout of the facilities be submitted to the 
Superintendent of the Fire Alarm Division. The Superintendent of 
the Fire Alarm Division shall make all necessary efforts to assist 
the applicant in developing a safe and workable system which may 
be connected to the municipal facilities. 


Section 3. Standards. The following are some of the general 
standards which will be employed by the Superintendent of the Fire 
Alarm Division in administering this function of his office. 


(a) Type of System. Complete information regarding the 
system proposed shall be submitted to the Superintendent, Fire 
Alarm Division for approval. Such information shall include the 
proposed make and type of the systems involved, such as, 
sprinklers, heat and smoke detection systems, and manual stations. 


(b) Service to building. Cable must be furnished and installed 
from the property to the connection point as indicated by the 
Superintendent, Fire Alarm Division. 


(c) Cable. Cable for service, both underground and overhead, 
must be 2 conductor #12 to meet specifications of Allenstown, Fire 
Department and |.M.S.A. 


(d) Underground. If underground service is required, minimum 
size 211 pipe must be installed to nearest utility post of manhole. 


(e) Overhead Cable. The cable shall be installed in accordance 
with the requirements and under the supervision of the Fire Alarm 
Division. The work must be performed by a person or company 
experienced in overhead construction work. Entrance to building 
shall be by conduit extending up the building with weathercap type 
of conduit at the top of the conduit. Normally, an approved type of 
lighting arrester shall be installed at the building or pole. 


(f) Master Fire Alarm Box. The master fire alarm box shall be 
Gamewell, local energy type. The master fire alarm box will be 
sent to Fire Alarm Headquarters for testing. A shunt type fire 
alarm box will be allowed only under certain conditions, and it’s use 
must be approved by the Superintendent of Fire Alarm. 





(g) Ground Connection. A ground connection shall be installed 
from the ground terminal of the fire alarm box to a water pipe or 
other good ground. This ground is not only for safety, but also for 
automatic ground operation. 


(h) Notice to Fire Alarm Division. The Fire Alarm Division 
must be notified at least 96 hours prior to installing the cable, so that 
a representative of the division may be present to supervise the in- 
stallation of the cable. 


(i) Final Connection. The Fire Alarm Division will make final 
connections to the municipal fire alarm system. 


(j) Location of Fire Alarm Box. The master fire alarm box 
should be located on the protected building immediately adjacent to 
the main entrance, and readily accessible to the public and to the 
fire department. Any alternative plan must be approved by the 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm. 


(k) Supervision of master Fire Alarm Boxes. Either shunt type 
or local energy fire alarm boxes must be on a supervisory system. 


Section 4. This resolution shall take effect upon its passage.

$633.00 


Article 6: (By Petition) To see if the Town will appropriate the sum 
of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars fo the purpose of defraying the 
promotional expenses of being host community for the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars’ State Convention. (This Article is disapproved by 
the Budget Committee.) 


Rose Martel made a motion to let this article pass and Michael 
Chroniak seconded this motion. Rudy Plourde stated that the Town 
should give the VF W $500.00 and wanted to make an amendment to 
this Article. This Article was submitted by petition. Rudy Plourde 
wanted to know if the VF W was told about this? - Eugene Guilbeault 
made a statement telling the people that the VFW had bought the 
first ambulance and also in recent years they (VFW) bought the 
present ambulance we now have. He does not understand why this 
was disapproved. Louis Bellaud stated that only one town fulfilled 
its obligation to its people by letting them know about a committee 
meeting on this issue and Allenstown was not that town.

(Discussion): James 
Jackson of Old Chester Turnpike, stated that there is a technicality 
that there are bars and gates on a road where people live. This is a 
public road where people go up and down. It does not make any 
sense to disapprove this. - Leo Emond informed the people that 
these bars and gates were put there when nobody lived on the road. 
There was only one farm house and the remainder was just an open 
field. This is why the subject of bars and gates has come up. - James 
Jackson,’’ There are presently about one dozen houses on the road. 
This is unjust to the people living there. With people living there you 
cannot put up bars and gates. - Donald Girard, 16 Cross St., - Ap- 
proximately five years ago we had a set of zoning ordinances in 


town that trailer parks had to have a 200 foot buffer zone. Chester 
Turnpike does not have utilities in the ground as this is coming out of 
the trailer park. Mr. Raiche sold this land. No further work should 
be done until this legal problem is cleared up. - Attorney Richard 
Therrien said that he would have to make an investigation of this 
situation as he cannot answer questions unless he has all the facts. - 
Donald Girard, People who live in the trailer park do not use that 
road. Mr. Raiche sold the land in error. - Frank Harper, There are 
people who have bought land and are paying taxes. All these people 
want is to have this road opened up. If you lived there and had 
private property on this road, you would want it opened up also. 
Maybe the land has been sold illegally, but this has nothing to dowith 
the issue. - Del Hebert, Buying of property should be left up fo an 
attorney. Is town responsible if hunters go up there to hunt and get 
hurt? - Selectman, It becomes a town street. Anything up to that 
line the town is responsible for. - This Article is not about whether 
we should accept the road. The Article is pertaining to the removal 
of the bars and gates from this road only. - Mr. Todd, 66 Main St., 
Should have amended to open beyond houses. _ The original 
agreement with Mr. Raiche was that it was a buffer zone. Homes 
were supposed to have an exit through the trailer park. - Mike 
Phelps of Notre Dame Avenue said that land appears to have been 
sold illegally. A lawyer should look into this matter. - Bill Custon, 
“This is anegative motion. People do not understand what they are 
voting for. This should be re-phrased so that it makes sense. 
Donald Girard, This has been voted on and it is legal. - Attorney 
Therrien, ‘‘The vote should be taken again.”’ - Will street be barred 
or unbarred? One way or the other. Motion was made to disapprove 
the article. - Moderator Letendre, If you vote ‘’I,’’ bars and gates 
will remain.’’

Article 11: (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to have a hydrant with a steamer connection installed 
by the Pembroke Water Works on Wall Street, adjacent to the Henry 
Lariccia property, and to raise and appropriate the sum of One 
Hundred Twenty-Five ($125.00) Dollars for that purpose (This 
Article is approved by the Budget Committee.) 

- Rudy Plourde moved that this Article be accepted as read. Motion 
was seconded by Eugene Guilbeault. - Henry Lariccia commented 
that houses are going to be built on this land. 

- Leandre Desrochers stated, ‘’The question is does the water main 
belong to the town - and it does.’’ Two gate valves have been closed 
down. - Moderator Letendre, The ‘‘I’s’’ have it and motion is ac- 
cepted. - Passed. 


Article 12: (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
the estimated costs ($3,029.33 for 2’’ thick Asphalt or $4,543.99 for 3” 
thick Asphalt) to pave Summers Street, located off Pine Acres 
Road. (This Article is disapproved by the Budget Committee. ) 

- Donald Girard made a motion that this Article be disapproved. 
Motion was seconded by Adelard Hebert. - Rudy Plourde wanted to 
know why the Budget Committee had disapproved this Article. The 
following reason was given: The street does not have gravel to a 
certain level. If they build it up to the specifications, the town would 
take care of it. Once they gravel to 12’’, the Town will then take care 
of it. This Article was disapproved. - Moderator Letendre, If “‘I’s’’ 
carry, the street will not be paved. 


Article 13: (By Petition) To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
Fifteen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars from the Federal Revenue 
Sharing Trust Fund for use as set off against the budget ap- 
propriation for Town Highway Construction. (This Article is ap- 
proved by the Budget Committee.) 

-A motion was made by Arthur Houle that this Article be approved 


and it was seconded by James Jackson. - Leo Emond, Selectman, 
explained that two years ago we appropriated $3,000.00 (revenue 
sharing money) to fix Pease Brook Bridge. This money has 
remained in the bank. He would like to see this money put into town 
construction. The voters authorization was necessary in order to 
apply this $3,000.00 for town construction. A motion was then made 
to amend Article 13 to $18,000.00 ($15,000.00 plus $3,000.00). Mr. 
Emond and Mr. Descoteaux made the previously mentioned 
motion. - Mrs. Pauline Fleury of River Road asked what are the 
extent of the repairs. - Rene Mulaire, said that the bridge is a 
hazard. He was going to repair the bridge last year but the State 
stopped his action. In conclusion, Rene Mulaire stated that the 
bridge should definitely be repaired. - George Guertin. This is 
revenue sharing money ($3,000.00) It will save us on the tax dollar. 
- Moderator Letendre, The ‘‘I’s’’ have it and motion is accepted. 

Someone asked if it was legai for selectmen to make motions and 
second them. - Attorney Therrien ruled that it is permissible for 
selectmen to make motions and second them. - George Guertin 
made a motion that this Article be accepted but at $18,000.00 instead 
of $15,000.00 and this motion was seconded by James Jackson. 

Somebody wanted the $15,000.00 to be earmarked to pave Chester 
Turnpike. Three Thousand Dollars is to be put toward highway 
construction. Let’s take federal money that we are going to put into 
something that we are doing. - Moderator Letendre, Take federal 
money for construction or shall we raise taxes? - Passed as 
amended. 


Article 14: Toseeif the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of Four Thousand Four Hundred Fifty-Six Dollars and eighty 
cents ($4,456.80) from the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund to 
maintain and continue the delivery system of service to the poor 
through the Suncook Neighborhood Center of the Belknap- 
Merrimack Counties Community Action Program, Inc. (This Ar- 
ticle is approved by the Budget Committee.) 

-Motion was made by Adelard Hebert and seconded by Joseph 
Benninghove that this Article be accepted. - Donald Girard asked 
what this program consisted of. - Bob Descoteaux explained that 
the fund money is used toward the kindergarten program which is 
free of charge to people who qualify; last summer children of 
_ Allenstown were able to participate and benefit from the Summer 
Program which aided in keeping children off the streets during 
summer school vacation; thee is a free milk program available; 
last fall a program was offered for pregnant women. - Gabriel 
Daneault informed people that there was a detailed explanation of 
the program on page 51 of the Town Report. - Moderator Letendre, 
The ‘’I’s”’ have it and this Article is passed. 
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Article 15: To see if the Town will vote to appropriate Sixteen 
Thousand Seven Hundred Twenty-Three Dollars and eighty cents 
($16,723.80) from the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund for use 
as set off against the budgeted appropriation for winter and sum- 
mer maintenance of the Highways.(This Article is approved by the 
Budget Commitee.) 

- Motion was made by Adelard Hebert and seconded by Reginald 
Courtemanche to accept this Article. - Rene Mulaire asked if this 
was what he had asked the Budget Committee to approve - Instead 
of raising taxes they will be using Revenue Sharing Funds - 
Moderator Letendre, The ‘’I’s’’ have it and motion is passed. 


Article 16: To see if the Town will vote to make Black Hall Road, 
which runs easterly from Deerfield Road to the Town Line of Ep- 
som, subject to bars and gates. 

- Reginald Courtemanche made a motion to disapprove this Article 
and it was seconded by Louis Bellaud. - Donald Girard asked that 
Rene Mulaire give his opinion on this Article. - Rene Mulaire stated 
that by disapproving this Article it would save the Town money 
because they wouldn’t have to plow this road. Someone asked that if 
bars and gates are put on this road and the bridge collapses, how 
will fire trucks get through should there be a fire. - Rene Mulaire 
said that it was up to the selectmen to make a decision on this. 

Another statement was made by someone that we let the State 
maintain the road should it be closed to bars and gates. - Moderator 
Letendre, A motion has been made and seconded to disapprove this 
Article. If you vote ‘’Yes,’’ bars and gates will be erected on the 
road; if you vote ‘’No,”’ - no bars and gates will be put up. Motion 
did not pass on Article 16 and road is subject to bars and gates. 


Article 17: Tosee if the Town agrees to participate in the National 
Flood Insurance Program by directing the Board of Selectmen to 
eomplete the eligibility application and submit the required in- 
formation to the Federal Insurance Administration & to adopt 
Resolution A and Résolution B1 of the Federal Flood Insurance 
Program. (See note #1) - Charles Todd moved to accept Article 17 
as read. Seconded by Greta Gendron and voted. - Moderator 
Letendre asked if there were any questions regarding this Article 
and there were none. - Passed. 


Article 18: To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting. - Donald Girard made a motion that the Town’s 
attorney check into the legality of the 200 foot buffer strip at the 
Trailer Park. Motion was seconded by Bernard Riopel. 


Article 18: - Leandre Desrochers, Fire Chief, informed Allenstown 
residents that the Fire Department has received Operation Red Ball 
rescue stickers which are to be put on bedroom windows. The 


stickers are the courtesy of Norman Chaput, Heating and Plumb- 


ing. 


Article 18: A motion was made by Frank Shorey that at next year’s 
town meeting that a checklist be used to verify that people coming 
in are residents of Allenstown. Motion was seconded by Jo-Ann 
Therrien and Article was passed. 


Article 18: A motion was made by Ronald Demers and seconded by 
Donald Girard that the voting booths be kept up until the end of the 
town meeting should they need to vote by secret ballot. Motion was 
accepted. 


Article 18: Motion was made to elect a committee to research the 
need of a new fire station. Appointed to the committee were: Chief 
Leandre Desrochers, Deputy Fire Chief Steward Severance, Select- 
man Leo Emond, Marcel Lascelle of the Budget Committee, 
Charles Todd, Planning Board Chairman and two Allenstown 
residents, Del Hebert and Roger Letendre. Someone questioned 
why do we need a new fire station? - Chief Desrochers informed 
people that there are presently six pieces of fire apparatus and they 
can only house four. The land that the fire station is on is not owned 
by the Fire Department. This is an old building and it is built on an 
old foundation. Chief Desrochers also pointed out that the New 
Hampshire Board of Underwriters had inspected the station in 1970 
and are due to reinspect this year. - Attorney Therrien made a 
comment that the Fire Department bought a new fire truck last 
year which came out of Federal Revenue Funds. 

- Moderator Letendre, The ‘‘I’s’’ have it and motion is passed. 


a 
George Guertin of the Budget Committee read appropriations and 
expenditures for previous fiscal year and appropriations for fiscal 
year 1975. 


Catherine Valley, Town Treasurer, was granted a $200 increase in 
salary. This increase changed the line item budget from $9,100.00 to 
$9,300.00. 


Contingency Fund: - Frank Harper voted that $500. be put into this 
fund for the VF W but was told that he should make a motion for this 
$500. under ‘‘Patriotic Purposes.’ 


Reappraisal: Only on new property and only if you have obtained a 
building permit. 


Protection of Persons & Property: 


Dogs - We no longer get revenues. Someone asked why $1,000. for 
protection? Why so much more money? One of the selectmen 
simply stated that there were more and more dogs and that is why 
the budget has increased so much. One of the selectmen also said 
that there will be a charge for picking up dogs now. 


Police Department: George Guertin pointed out that the Police 
Department budget was actually going from $30,000.00 to $33,533.00. 
There will be two full-time officers. ICP Revenue: $6,202.00. 


Planning & Zoning Tax Map: Increase will be used through the 
Regional Association. Extra money is needed to purchase 
photographs and also a fireproof file is needed. By 1980 a tax map 
will be needed. It is astate law that says we have to do this by 1980. 
- Selectman: ‘‘It is best that we start planning for this now so that 
we won’t be hit so hard in the future. 


Sewer Maintenance: Recommendation was made that this issue be 
discussed under Article 18. 


Highways & Bridges: - George Guertin made a motion to change 
this budget item from $32,000.00 to $0.00 (This money was ear- 
marked for the Pease Brook Bridge). State engineers say this 
bridge should be repaired. There arenorestrictions. - Rene Mulaire 
stated that there is 400 feet of road to be built. Someone asked, 
‘‘What if nothing is done to the bridge and someone is killed?” - 
Frank Harper, If the State has looked at it and they have not con- 
demned it, why should we question this any further. The bridge is 
on a town road. Total cost to repair the bridge would be $96,000.00 - 
Moderator Letendre, The ‘‘I’s’’ have it to change this budget item 
from $32,000.00 to $0.00.’ 


Town Maintenance: There has been a 5% increase in wages for 
town help. 


Town Poor: Will $12,000.00 be enough? ‘’NO.’’ - Donald Girard 
asked why some of these people are not working. - Rudy Plourde 
said that this amount should remain as is. 


Patriotic Purposes: A motion was made to add $500.00 to this 
budget item changing the amount from $200.00 to $700.00. Motion 
was passed. 


Recreation: One woman stated that the money for recreation 
should be split between the boys’ little league and girls’ softball 


league. There were girls from the Community Action group who 
assisted in last year’s summer program. Motion was made to in- 
crease this budget item from $1,200.00 to $1,400.00. Motion was 
passed and accepted to raise amount another $200.00 on this item. A 
request was made that selectmen should call a meeting for the 
Recreation Committee so that people can voice their ideas. 


Forest Fires: On the $10,301.50 expenditure, some of this money will 
be coming back from the State. 


Town Construction Highway: A motion was made and seconded 
that this item should be raised another $3,000.00 making total ap- 
propriations $27,872.27 instead of $24,872.27, 


Deficit Spending: - George Guertin asked that a motion be made on 
this to wipe the item off the budget as we are $11,000.00 in the black. 
Motion was made and seconded to move this amount to show as 
*“*$0.00.** 


Meals & Rooms Tax: A motion was made and seconded that this 
item be changed from $14,767.00 to $17,767.00. Motion was passed. 
Business Licenses, Permits & Filing Fees: A motion was made that 


this item be changed from $4,500.00 to $10,000.00 Motion was passed. 


Motor Vehicle Permit Fees: Motion was made that this item be 
amended from $42,000.00 to $47,000.00. Motion was passed. 


Interest on Taxes & Deposits: Motion was made and seconded that 
this item be increased by $5,000.00 to read $5,700.00 instead of 
$700.00. 


Surplus From Federal Sources: Motion was made and seconded to 
change the $36,180.60 amount to $39,180.60 


TOTAL REVENUES» FROM “ALL SOURCES EXCEPT 
PROPERTY TAXES: Total revenues shou!d be amended from 
$273,879.36 to $295,379.36. 


- Robert Plourde representing the Sewer Commission gave an 
approximately one hour long detailed report of what has transpired 
during the past four years. He urged Allenstown residents to put 
extra money into the Contingency Fund that would be used to im- 
prove sub- standard situations. - Donald Girard made a motion to 
amend to increase the budget another $20,000.00 and motion was 
seconded by Mrs. McNamarra. Motion was passed. 


‘‘Proceeds of Bonds & Long Term Notes:’’ This item of the budget 
was amended from $104,250.00 to $124,250.00 for the sewer project. 

- NEW TOTAL REVENUES: $315,379.36 

- Moderator Letendre, ‘’Budget is Passed.” 


George Guertin made a motion to adjourn this meeting at 11:30 
P.M. Motion was seconded by Gabriel Daneault and voted.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual examination and audit 
of the accounts of the Town of Allenstown for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
1974, which was made by this Division in accordance with the vote of the Town. 
Exhibits as hereafter listed are included as part of the report.

Comparative statements of general fund appropriations and expenditures, 
estimated and actual revenues for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1974 are 
presented in Exhibits A-3 and A-4. As indicated by the Budget Summary (Exhibit A-4) 
a revenue surplus of $96,521, plus a net unexpended balance of appropriations of 
$27,004, resulted in a net budget surplus of $123,525.

After completion of the sewer construction project authorized under this 
bond issue, the premiums received on the sale of the sewer bonds may either be ap- 
plied towards the payment of the principal of the maturing sewer bonds or appro- 
priated by the Town in accordance with the provisions of R.S.A. 33:3A.

A summary statement of general fund receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1974, made up in accordance with the uniform hie 
classification of accounts is included in Exhibit B-l. 


The Tax Collector advertises and sells trailers and 
mobile homes at the annual collector's sale of real 
estate for unpaid taxes. This is in violation of 
R.S.A. 80:20. The unpaid taxes sold at the 1974 tax 
sale on account of delinquent 1973 taxes amounted to 
$25,333. Of this amount, $18,985 covered unpaid taxes 
on trailers and mobile homes, the owners of which did 
not own real estate, 


Capital Projects Fund: 


Sewer Construction Fund: (Exhibit B-2) 

A statement of the cash transactions in the treasurer's Sewer Con- 
struction Fund Account during the fiscal year 1974 is contained in Exhibit B-2. 
2. The Tax Collector does not verify the addition of the 

list of individual taxes supporting the warrants which 
are committed to him by the Selectmen. In 1974, pro- 
perty taxes shown in the tax list amounted to $655,406 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged with the custody, 


receipt and disbursement of public funds were examined and audited in accordance 
with generally accepted auditing standards and accordingly included such tests of 
the accounting records and such other auditing procedures as were considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


Verification of uncollected and unredeemed taxes was made by mailing 
notices to delinquent taxpayers as indicated by the Tax Collector's records. 
Consequently, the amounts of uncollected and unredeemed taxes as indicated in 
this report are subject to any changes which may be necessitated by the return 
of verification notices. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Purchase of Fire Hose Reel Truck: 
Article 20 of the 1974 Town Warrant read as follows: "To see if the 


Town will vote to appropriate the sum of ten thousand three hundred ($10,300) 
dollars from the Federal Revenue Sharing Trust Fund, for the purchase of a 1974 
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whereas the property tax warrant committed to the col- 
lector by the Selectmen stated only $651,292. 


The Collector does not use proper forms when remitting 
tax receipts to the Treasurer. There are special forms 
prescribed for the remitting of tax redemptions and re- 
gular tax collections. 


It was noted that tax receipts were commingled with 
personal funds of the Tax Collector. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


It is recommended that the collection of delinquent 
taxes on all trailers and mobile homes whose owners 
do not own real estate be administered according to 
the provisions of R.S.A. 72:7a(II), which statute 


requires in part; "There shall be a lien for uncol- 
lected taxes upon any house trailer, or mobile home 
suitable for use for domestic, commercial or in- 
dustrial use purposes that has been taxed pursuant 

to paragraphs I and I-a. Said lien shall take pre- 
cedence over all other liens and encumbrances upon 
said house trailer, or mobile home and shall continue 
in force until one and one-half years from the as- 
sessment of the tax. The tax collector shall file 
with the town clerk a copy of a document stating the 
existence of any such lien, the amount of uncollected 
taxes secured by the lien, the name and address of the 
person liable for the tax as of the date of its as- 
sessment, and a description of the house trailer, or 
mobile home upon which the tax has been assessed." 


The loss of tax revenues suffered by the Town as 
a result of the Collector's failure to properly 


carry out his statutorily prescribed powers to ef- 
fect the collection of these taxes is recoverable 
either from the Collector personally or through the 
surety bond provided by him pursuant to R.S.A. 41:34. 


2. The Collector should verify the tax lists given him 
by the Selectmen along with the warrants signed by 
them. Any variances or discrepancies discovered in 
this process should be brought to the Selectmen's 
attention in writing with a request for prompt cor- 
rection thereof. 


3. To adequately identify and account for regular tax 
collections and tax redemptions, the Collector mst 
utilize the prescribed forms for remittance to the 
Treasurer. 


4. The Collector should discontinue the practice of com- 
mingling tax receipts with his personal funds. A 
change fund of $100 has been provided to the Collector 
for the purpose of making necessary change in col- 
lecting taxes and should be used accordingly. 


Trust Funds: 


It is noted that the Town has paid for the perpetual care of some 
cemetery lots in the Town and has not been reimbursed by the Trustee of Trust 
“Funds. Chapter 31:21 R.S.A. states that "Towns may receive from individuals, 
funds for the care of cemeteries or any lot therein, and the income thereof 
shall be expended by the town in accordance with the terms of the trust or 
contract under which the funds were received." 


In 1974, the sum of $150 was expended by the Town for care of certain 


perpetual care graves. This amount should be recovered from the Trustee of 
Trust Funds on a pro rata basis for each lot for which a perpetual care trust 
has been created. 
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In the future, bills for perpetual care expenses should be submitted 
to the Trustee for payment. In the event that the Town pays the expenditure 


incurred for perpetual care, the Town should obtain reimbursement from the 
Trustee of Trust Funds on a timely basis. 


Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 71-A, Section 21, require that the 
auditors' summary of findings and recommendations (letter of transmittal) 
shall be published in the next annual report of the Town. Publication of 
the Exhibits contained in this audit report is optional at the discretion 


of the Board of Selectmen. This letter, however, must be published in its 
entirety.

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ALLENSTOWN PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 





The trustees and librarian of Allenstown Public Library have 
attempted to extend library service to the community during the 
past year. In June, an Open House was held to display audio-visual 
materials purchased through the TriTown Audio-Visual 
Cooperative and to show the newly renovated room in the library 
basement. Many people attended the Open House including town 
officials, state library personnel, other librarians and members of 
the community. 


The Library continues to participate in the Tri Town Audio- 
Visual Cooperative with Hooksett and Pembroke. Many of the 
materials purchased by TTAVC have been used in library programs 
in the past year. Organizations are reminded that arrangements 
may be made by contacting the librarian for borrowing a 16mm 
projector, a 35mm projector, a filmstrip projector and a screen to 
be used in programs. 


The librarian and/or members of the Board have attended a 
number of statewide meetings on behalf of the library including the 
New Hampshire Library Council Conference in May, the Friends of 
N.H. Libraries Dinner in October, and the Trustees Conference in 
October. Carol Brown is currently serving as Secretary on the 
Board of Directors of New Hampshire Library Trustees 
Association. 


Many programs and services have been established in 
cooperation with the school systera. Several classes visited the 
library for films, introduction of library service and story hours. A 
number of teachers borrowed large numbers of books for use in 
class. The school and public librarian have discussed mutual 
problems and cooperate wherever possible. The Head Start class 
visited the library for programs also. 


An unusual program was held for children last summer. In July, 
about twenty children, ages 5-7 met at the library for story hours, 
songs, crafts and films. In August, about 15 children created a 
filmstrip based on a New Hampshire folktale. Mrs. Brown directed 
the program. Also a summer Sunday School group of adults and 
children from Suncook Methodist Church held one session at 
Allenstown Public Library on the subject of library service.

FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


REPORT TO TOWNS 


Upon the recommendation of town selectmen and city councils, 
the Division of Forests and Lands appoints a forest fire warden and 
several deputy forest fire wardens in each town and city every three 
years. The town or city warden is responsible for maintaining a 
force of men and adequate equipment to suppress any wildfire that 
occurs in his town or city during his term of appointment. The fire 
warden must authorize all open burning when the ground is not 
covered with snow. No open fires can be authorized between 9 a.m. 
and 5 p.m., unless it is raining, without the additional permission of 
the state district fire chief. 


Any person wishing to kindle an open fjre when the ground is not 
covered with snow must first obtain the written permission of the 
forest fire warden. Camp and cooking fires also require the war- 
den‘s permission. 


The Division of Forests and Lands, through its Forest Fire 
Service, assists all cities and towns in meeting these requirements 
by training the warden and deputy forces in wildfire suppression 
tactics, making hand tool suppression equipment available at fifty 
percent of cost, supplying pieces of Federal excess property for use 
as fire attack vehicles and sharing up to fifty percent of the cost of 
wildfire suppression costs. 


Wildfire prevention is also a joint state, city or town program. 
Smokey Bear is available from the Forest Fire Service for local fire 
prevention programs. Posters and Junior Ranger kits are available 
for distribution by local fire departments upon request to the Forest 
Fire Service. Each forest fire warden is expected to carry on a 
continuous wildfire prevention program within his town or city.

Member communities also received a series of 1975 aerial 
photographs for use by local officials and an opportunity to order 
enlargements of the same which could be used as adequate bases 
for tax map purposes. The aerial photographs and enlargements 
were given to member communities as part of the Commission’s 
local assistance program. 


Other assistance provided dealt with aiding the Planning Board 
with technical reviews of subdivision plots in many cases with 
assistance in revising subdivision regulations. 


The Commission appreciates the support of its member com- 
munities and hopes for continual affiliation with each and every 
member.

March 1, 1975 


The regular meeting of the Allenstown School District came to order 
at 10:12a.m. Mr. Armand Dugas, Moderator, read the warrant. 


On motion of George Guertin, seconded by Bernard Riopel, that 
Article #5, TO SEE IF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT WILL AP- 
PROPRIATE SIX HUNDRED AND FORTY THOUSAND 
DOLLARS ($640,000.00) FOR CONSTRUCTING AND 
ORIGINALLY EQUIPPING AND FURNISHING AN ADDITION 
TO THE ELEMENTARY SCHOOL AND TO DETERMINE 
WHETHER SUCH APPROPRIATION SHALL BE RAISED BY 
BORROWING OR OTHERWISE, OR TAKE ANY OTHER ACTION 
RELATIVE THERETO, BE INCLUDED WITH ARTICLES 1, 2, 3, 
4, TO CHOOSE A MODERATOR FOR THE COMING YEAR, TO 
CHOOSE A CLERK FOR THE ENSUING YEAR, TO CHOOSE A 
MEMBER OF THE SCHOOL BOARD FOR THE ENSUING 3 
YEARS, AND TO CHOOSE A TREASURER FOR THE ENSUING 
YEAR, AND TO START VOTING ON THOSE ARTICLES IM- 
MEDIATELY, AND THE POLLS TO REMAIN OPEN UNTIL AT 
LEAST 5p.m. Mr. Dugas suggested that we should wait until we 
heard the discussion on Article #5 before voting on it. After some 
discussion on the motion by Marguerite Gendron, George Guertin, 
Bernard Riopel, and Raymond Gagne, the motion passed. 


Voting began for Articles 1-5 at 10:50 a.m. At 11:10 a.m. the 
Moderator announced that there was no assurance that the ballots 
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cast were legal. As soon as he could reach the school attorney, he 
would make a decision. At 11:35 a.m. Mr. Dugas, after seeking 
advice from 2 lawyers, called the meeting to order and told the 
assembled group that the ballots cast up to this point on Article 45, 
were not legal. Voting on School officials will continue, but voting 
on the School Bond issue will commence at 1 P.M. 


After reading an RSAruling, Mr. Guertin and Mr. Riopel withdrew 
their previous motion. 


Mr. Dugas temporarily closed the polls at 1:07 to reopen the 
meeting for discussion on Articles 5-15. He read the articles in the 
warrant. 


Article #5: TO SEE IF THE SCHOOL DISTRICT WILL AP- 
PROPRIATE SIX HUNDRED AND FORTY THOUSAND 
($640,000.00) FOR CONSTRUCTING AND ORIGINALLY 
EQUIPPING AND FURNISHING AN ADDITION TO THE

Submitted herewith is the report of an examination and audit of 
the accounts of the Allenstown School District for the fiscal years 
ended June 30, 1973 and June 30, 1974, which was made by this 
Division in accordance with the vote of the District. Exhibits as 
hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the examination and audit were the accounts and 
records of the School Board, School District Treasurer and the 
School Lunch Program. 


FINANCIAL INFORMATION 
General Fund: 
Comparative Balance Sheets: 


June 30, 1972 - June 30, 1973 (Exhibit 1) 
June 30, 1973 - June 30, 1974 (Exhibit 14) 


Comparative Balance Sheets which disclose the financial con- 
dition of the General Fund as of June 30, 1972-73 and June 30, 1973-74 
are presented in Exhibits 1 and 14, respectively. 


As indicated in Exhibit 1, the financial condition of the District 
changed from a current deficit of $7,409 to a current surplus of 
$28,415 during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1973. As shown in 
Exhibit 14, the current surplus of the District increased by $75,755, 
from $28,415 to $104,170, during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1974. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: 


Fiscal Year Ended June 30, 1973 (Exhibit 2) 
Fiscal Year Ended June 30, 1974 (Exhibit 15) 


Statements outlining the factors which caused the change in the 
District’s current financial condition during the fiscal years ended 
June 30, 1973 and June 30, 1974 are presented in Exhibits 2 and 15, 
respectively. 


As stated in Exhibit 2, the change of $35,824 in the District’s 
current financial condition during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1973 was brought about as a direct result of a net budget surplus of 
$35,824. 


The increase of $75,755 in the District’s current surplus during 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1974 was caused by the following 
factors:

The status of the School District tax account with the Town of 
Allenstown as of June 30, 1973 and June 30, 1974 is disclosed in 
Exhibits 13 and 36. 


As indicated in Exhibit 13, the 1972-73 school tax levied by the 
District against the Town of Allenstown amounted to $500,898. In 
addition, a 1972-73 deficiency appropriation of $18,811 was voted by 
the annual School District meeting of March 3, 1973 and assessed 
against the Town. Consequently, the aggregate sum of the 1972-73 
school district assessment levied against the Town totaled $519,709. 


The District received a prepayment of $6,500 from the Town 
towards this assessment during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1972. 
During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1973, the District received 
from the Town total payments in the amount of $498,020 on the 1972- 
73 school tax. 


Accordingly, the balance of the 1972-73 school tax due to the 
District from the Town of Allenstown at June 30, 1973 amounted to 
$15,189. 


As disclosed in Exhibit 26, the 1973-74 school tax levied against 
the Town of Allenstown amounted to $566,650. 


It must be noted, however, that the foregoing amount includes 
the 1972-73 deficiency appropriation levied against the Town on 
March 3, 1973, but raised in the 1973-74 school tax. 


Consequently, the net amount due to the District from the Town 
on account of 1973-74 appropriations was $548,839. In addition to the 
latter sum, the sum of $15,189 was due to the District from the Town 
on the 1972-73 deficiency appropriation cited previously, but not paid 
to the District prior to June 30, 1973. 


Accordingly, the total amount due to the District from the Town 
of Allenstown during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1974 was 
$563,028, computed as follows:

The Town paid the District the sum of $466,668 towards the said 
1973-74 assessment during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1974. At 
June 30, 1974 the Town owed the District a balance of $96,360 on the 
1973-74 school tax. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Accounting For Annuities and Income Protection Insurance 
Deductions 
Inadequate: 


Accounting control over payroll deductions for tax sheltered 
annuities and income protection insurance and the payment thereof 
to the proper parties was inadequate during the fiscal year covered 
by this examination. 


It is recommended that greater care be exercised in accounting 
for such deductions to the end that payments thereof in all cases will 
not exceed actual deductions withheld from employees and will be 
remitted to the proper parties. 


We further recommend that this practice of making advance 
payments for association dues on behalf of District employees be 
discontinued. 


Remittances to employees’ associations should be effected only 
after deductions for dues have been made from the salaries of the 
District’s employees. 


Cash With Fiscal Agents: 


The report of the fiscal agent, namely the New England Mer- 
chants National Bank of Boston, for the month of June 1974, which 
report consists of the monthly bank statement, cancelled bonds and 
coupons, was not available for audit. These documents were ap- 


parently misplaced during the process of transferring the District's 
records between the supervisory union offices. Due to the 
unavailability of this report, we were unable to satisfactorily 
examine the accounts of the fiscal agents. 


Capital Projects Fund - Elementary School Addition Building Fund: 


A review of the Capital Projects Fund accounts revealed that the 
District treasurer had not recorded the total amount of interest 
income realized on short-term investments. Due to the inadequacy 
of the District’s records concerning the investment of these surplus 
funds, we obtained directly from the bank of record an accounting of 
such investment or activity from the inception of the capital project 
fund through June 30, 1974. 


We also noted during the course of this audit that the activity in 
this account had not been posted on the District’s books of accounts 
since March, 1974. At the direction of our auditors, all receipts and 
expenditures pertaining to investments during the aforementioned 
period were posted to the appropriate records. 


We recommend that the Treasurer and the School Board duly 
record, on a timely basis, all pertinent facts regarding the in- 
vestment of surplus funds which may be available in the Capital 
Projects Fund. 


Change of Purpose of Capital Reserve Fund - Authorized By Annual 
Meetings of March 4, 1972 and March 3, 1973: 


The purpose of the Capital Reserve Fund previously established 
by the School District was changed on two separate occasions under 
Article #9 of the 1972 annual District Meeting and Article #10 of the 
1973 annual District Meeting. 


The records of the District clerk disclose that in both instances 
the change in purpose of the Capital Reserve Fund was authorized 
only by a “‘voice vote.’’ Such a vote does not meet the statutory 
requirements of R.S.A. 35:16, which statute specifically provides 
that “‘After the purpose for which a capital reserve fund is 
established has been determined, no change shall be made in the 
purpose, for which said fund may be expended unless and until such 
change has been authorized by a vote of two thirds of all voters 
present and voting at any annual town or district meeting, in the 
case of a town or district, ...*’ 
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|t is recommended that appropriate steps be taken to obtain the 
statutorily required number of votes on this matter by the inclusion 
of an appropriate article in the warrant for the next annual District 
Meeting. 


School Lunch Program Fund: 


Accounting for school lunch program receipts other than federal 
reimbursements and district appropriations were not adequate 
during the fiscal year 1973-74. Therefore, our auditors were unable 
to determine the precise source of miscellaneous receipts in this 
fund during that fiscal period. 


It is recommended that appropriate steps be taken to correct 
this deficiency. 


CONCLUSION

ALLENSTOWN SCHOOL CHAIRMAN’S REPORT 


The following is intended to give you an overall understanding of 
the current situation and conditions at the Allenstown School 
District. 


As predicted, our school population continues to increase at a 
significant rate. We now have a total of 842 students; 630 at 
Allenstown Elementary (Grades 1-8) and 212 at Pembroke 
Academy (Grades 9-12). Please see chart below: 


CHART 1 


We sometime ago ran out of classroom space. Every classroom 
is being utilized as well as our Resource Center - Library which had 
to be converted into a classroom. The Parochial School Building, 
which we rent, has also run out of classrooms. We make use of all 
the space they have. Our school population breaks down as follows: 


CHART 11 


As you can see, we are over the recommended number of childen 
in every classroom. This is especially unfortunate in the first and 
second grades. We will need additional classroom space in the very 
near future. 


Last year your School Board and the Special Study Committee 
proposed a building addition for the following reasons: 


1. School enrollment projection showed the need. 
2. Building costs are increasing about 10% each year. 


3. Money paid in rent is forever gone. 


This proposal was soundly defeated. Although the same reasons 
exist today for expanding our physical facilities, the economic 
conditions that played a large part in defeating our proposal also 
persist. It would be useless to propose a building addition at this 
time. 
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We are aware, as you are, of the hardship caused by increased 
taxes; especially for those who are senior citizens, on fixed income, 
etc. Unfortunately, it is not in our power to change the basis on 
which taxes are imposed for the support of our school and other 
town functions. 


The following table shows the major factors that make up our 
total school budget. Please note that in 75/76 $59,397 of bond issue 
money was applied against taxes. Not only do we not have this 
amount to assist us when we come to expand our building but we 
also lose a very considerable amount of interest revenue in the 
interim. Note too that the cost per pupil at the Elementary School is 
less now than in 1973-74.

We must not forget, however, that we have a moral and legal 
obligation to see that our children receive an adequate education. 


We are managing at present with the situation as described 
above. We are fortunate, on other hand, to have an excellent staff - 
in my opinion, the best Allenstown has ever had. 


We wish fo thank the Special Study Committee who spent endless 
hours studying how we can best meet the needs of our young people. 


\‘d like to thank everyone for his or her comments, assistance, 
and encouragement over the last three years. 


It hasn‘t been dull.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
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The most significant addition to the Allenstown staff during the 
past twelve months has been the position of Coun- 
selor/Administrator, Robert Tarantino joined the staff in the fall; 
and has been quite busy reviewing the achievement and school 
programs of the students as well as meeting the administrative 
needs of the Upper Elementary School. 


We have continued our efforts to develop a comprehensive 
testing program. This is made up of both the Stanford Achievement 
Test that is administered to the children as a group in the spring and 
the individualized testing that is administered by the consultants 
from Central New Hampshire Mental Health Center. As we gather 
more information about the students, we will be in a better position 
to design programs to meet their individual needs. 


We have been successful in our initial efforts to develop a 
regional center that will deliver special services to children. The 
school districts of Supervisory Union #53 have joined together with 
several other school districts in other supervisory unions as well as 
the Central New Hampshire Mental Health Center for this purpose. 
A federal grant has been awarded to this group for the purpose of 
researching the needs in the area of special services as well as 
developing a model to meet these needs. When the model has been 
developed, it will be presented to the separate school boards. 


We have also established a Committee for the purpose of 
developing a new staff evaluation system. It is expected that this 
Committee will deliver its report before the end of this school year 
so that it may be presented to ihe separate school boards. A 
Curriculum Committee has also been established. The purpose of 
this Committee is to study the school programs that we presently 
have; and to make suggestions for improvements. It is expected 
that through this process we will have better continuity in our 
programming for grades one thru twelve. 


The Staff Development plan for staff in-service training has been 
approved by the State Department of Education. The Staff 
Development Committee is now occupied with the second phase 
which is developing plans for in-service training on a local basis. 


A considerable amount of time has been spent on the voucher 
study. This has been a most interesting experience, and the report 
will be presented at the annual school district meeting. Other 
federally mandated legislation is requiring a considerable amount 
of time. An example of this is the Title IX analysis that has to be 
done for each Community in Supervisory Union #53 before July 1, 
1976. 


We continue to face the problem of increasing enrollment. We 
presently have a first grade enrollment of ninety (90) children; and 
are projecting an enrollment of six hundred and sixty (660) students 
for 1976-1977. 


In closing, | would like to thank the School Board, School Staff, 
and citizens of Allenstown for all that they have done for the 
Allenstown children.

The Suncook Child and Youth Program is a federally and state 
funded model of comprehensive health care. Health services are 
provided by a doctor, nurse, nutritionist and social worker team ina 
continuous manner to assure the best physical, social and emotional 
development of each child enrolled in the program. Emphasis is 
placed on preventive health care services, limiting disabling child 
disease and treating children and youth in the context of the family 
limit. 


In Allenstown, we care for 189 children and youths. For 107 of 
those children, the project provides all medical and dental payment 
for services. 

In addition 45 women, infants and children with special 
nutritional needs receive free eggs, milk, cheese, cereal and for- 
mula.
